REMARKS 



The Applicants have carefully considered the rejections raised in 
the Office Action dated August 10, 2005. As a result, the application has been 
amended to comply with the Examiner's requirements. 

Specifically, claims 24 -29, which have been rejected under 
35U.S.C. §101 and §112, are being cancelled from the application. The 
amendment is to expedite the prosecution of the application by deleting the 
claims rejected by the Examiner. It is respectfully submitted that the 
Applicants retain the right to present these cancelled claims in a divisional 
application. Applicants also submit that no new matter has been added by the 
amendment made herein.
